The 
diplomatic situation may be summed up as 
follows: 

Japan is dissatisfied with the Russian note 
and returns it for amendment. According to 
the declaration of a high official] in the for- 
‘eign office, made when the last Russian reply 
was sent to Japan, Russia has conceded all 
she possibly can, and that while willing to 
grant small concessions to Japan in Corea, 
she refuses to discuss the question of Man- 
churia with her. 

Japan from what is known here insists in 
pushing the Manchurian open door question 
as the sine qua non and also with equal in- 
sistence is urging that she should be given 
assurances of the integrity of Corea and 
China, to which Russia's consent is impos- 
sible, 

Russia will reply in a similar tone and 
place her reasons before the powers justify- 
ing her attitude. 


Growing Anger with England. 

England’s manning of the Japanese war- 
ships purthased in Italy and now in the Suez 
canal is officially and strongly 
When talking about the matter at the for- 
eign office it was suggested that after all, as 
war was not proclaimed, Russia could not 
complain. The reply was that there are oer- 
tain well known rules of political etiquette 
observed by neutral powers as regards coun- 
tries on the verge of war with one another. 
These England has disregarded utterly in 
manning the Japanese warships. 


In the long corridor of the foreign office,

State or te tory of any article of food or 
drug which is adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of the proposed law is 
prohibited, and any person who ships or de- 
livers for shipment goods of this character 
will be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
for such offense will be fined not exceeding 
$200 for the first offense and $300 for each 
subsequent offense, or be imprisoned not ex- 
* one year, or both. 

e chief of the bureau of chemistry of the 
department of agriculture is directed to make 
rules and regulations for the examination 
of specimens of foods and drugs offered for 
gale in original unbroken packages. 

I upon examination it is found they have 
been misbranded or adulterated, the sécre- 
tary of agriculture will certify the facts to 
the proper United States district attorney, 
who is required to prosecute the offending 
“persons. The bill also provides for the seizure 
and confiscation of all goods found to be man- 
ufactured in violation of the proposed law. 
Goods, when confiscated, will be disposed of 
according to the direction of the court, and 

the proceeds of the sale, less the cost of the 
suit, will be paid into the tgeasury of the 
United States.

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 18.— Rendered insane 
by Iliness, Edward K. Landis, an expert 
chemist, today shot and killed his wife Emma 
and then ended hie own life with the same 
weapon.

Mr. Landis had been a sufferer from asthma 
for many years. Two months ago he was 
compelled to give up his laboratory work, and 
had been confined to his bed for the last two 
weeks. Today Mrs. Landis, with her sister, 
Mrs. H. W. Potts, and Mrs. Patton, a dress- 
maker, was in the room adjoining the apart- 
ment occupied by Mr. Landis. 


Shoots His Wife.

CIVIL SERVICE BOARD REPORTS. 


Suggests That Police D Department Try 
Its Own Minor Cases—Wants Er- 


ficiency Records Kept. 


The ninth annual report of the Chicago 
civil service commission, laid before the 
mayor yesterday, is devoted in part to “a 
great wave of activity through the city 
departments entailing a vast amount of trial 
work on the board. i 
: The report tells of the present status of the 
police trial board, being left by the resignation 
of Inspector Campbell without a police de- 
partment member. It is suggested that in- 
stead of sending all cases to the trial board 
it would be well for the department itself 
to act in minor offenses. The civil service 
law gives the head of the department the 
right to suspend for any period not to exceed 
thirty days.“ 

Another suggestion is an additional ap- 
propriation of $5,000 to enable the commission 
to engage an attorney, two investigators, and 
one stenographer to help in its trial work. 

A lack of codperation by the city depart- 
ments is complained of in the matter of 
keeping records of efficiency for use in pro- 
motional tests. In all other respects it is 
declared that the commission is happily 
in touch with the heads of all departments,”’ 
and that “ there is now practically no fric- 
tion in the administration of the law.“ 
Word comes from almost every bureau,“ 
it stated, “that the result of an estab- 
lished civil service system has been a great 
improvement in the esprit de corps of the 
force.“

Manufactur- 
ing, particularly in iron, proceeds with re- 
newed confidence and the employment of 
larger forces, the reduced cost of labor being 
now an important factor in the situation.

Country merchants 
are for the present cautious in the extent of 
their selections and disposed to defer their 
principal commitments in textile goods, with 
the prospect of a heavier business being 
negotiated in seasonadle time. Retall trade 
has been retarded, owing to broken weather, 
but the consumption of necessities is of fair 


Pig iron, rails, and wire are in stronger 
request, and prices are much firmer, and for 
some special products dearer. Railroad re- 
quirements for the year receive consideration 
and specifications are more plentiful, whieh 
will involve much use of materials for road- 
« bed, bridges, and rolling stock. The ma- 
chinery and electrical lines are busy and re- 
port new business coming forward less hesi- 
tant than expected and the outlook brighten- 
ing. The demand is well sustained in furni- 
ture and woodworking and there is more 
use of hardwoods by manufacturers. but 
other lumber dealings exhibit the usual quiet- 
néss preceding the opening up of new build- 
ing operations.

BETTER OUTLOOK FOR TRADE. 


Dun and Bradstreet’s See Slow Improve- 
ment in Volume of Business, but In- 
vestors Still Lack Confidence. 


New York, Jan. 15.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

Reports of improvements in the volume 
of business outnumber unfavorable dis. 
patches, although the situation is decidedly 
irregular.
